The prison sentences and fines im- 


posed on the friends of the Senator 
were also set aside and the case re- 
manded. 


The court held that Congress was 


•without power to regrulate primaries. 


Justice McReynolds read the opin- 


ion, to which Justice McKenna with- 
held his opinion as to the power of 
Congress, bat agreed as to the de- 
cision. 


Chief Justice White also dissented 


from the decision that Congress did 
not have power to control all elec- 
tions hut agreed that the statute had 
been "grossly mi&construed." 
CHIEF JUSTICE PREDICTS 
CONGRESS 
WELL ACT 


Chief Justice "WTaite predicted that 
legislation would come "which would 
set aside today's decision as to the 
power of Congress over primaries, 
lor otherwise 
"government cannot 
live." 
Senator Newberry, under the de- 


cision, is left free to serve out his 
term, the committee investigating 
the Ford-Newberyy case having de- 
termined there was no fraud in the 
count of the votes. 


Newberry and his associates were 


convicted under the Federal law 
which provides that not more than 
$10,000 shall be spent in any Sena- 
torial campaign. It was charged 
that the Senator and his campaign 
managers spent at least $100,000 to 
win the election. Aggregate deposits 
of the Newberry, campaign commit- 
tee we^e claimed to be $178,857.20.

made that a population of eight and 
one-half millions which normally 
should have increased to seventeen 
millions, has been reduced to four 
millions. 


Declaring that the attitude and 


desire of the present generation has 
been made manifest beyond question, 
the address traces the history of the 
so-called Independent Irish Republic 
irom its inception on December 14, 
H91S, detailing the action taken by 
England to crush what the Irish 
representatives term "tins legitimate 
application of the principle of na- 
tional self-determination." The ad- 
dress concludes with the statement: 
"The Irish people claim no more 
than their right as a nation to de- 
termine freely for themselves how 
they shall be governed. . . .

To believe for a moment that a 
world constitution—for so its advo- 
cates looked upon 
the Covenant— 
could be dratted perfectly or even 
wisely in eleven days, however much 
thought individuals may have prev- 
iously given to the subject, seems on 
the face of it to show an utter lack 
ol' appreciation of the problems to be 
solved or else an abnormal confi- 
dence in the taJents and wisdom of 
those charged with the duty. 


If one compares the learned and 
comprehensive debates that took 
place in the Convention which draft- 
ed the Constitution of the United 
States, and the months that 
were 
spent in the 
critical examination 
word by word of the proposed ar- 
ticles, with,the ten meetings of the 
Commission on the League of Na- 
tions prior to Its report of February 
14 and with the few hours given to 
debating the substance and language 
of the Covenant, tho inferior char- 
acter of the document produced by 
tho Commission ought not to be a 
matter of wonder, 
it was a fore- 
gone conclusion that it 
would be 


found defective. 
Some of theae de- 


fects were subsequently corrected, 
but the theory and basic principle*! 
which were the chief defects in the 
plan, were preserved with no sub- 
stantial change. 
COVENANT OP M3AGUE 
WAS CAUSE OF DELAY 
But a fact, which has been re- 
peatedly asserted in the preceding 
pages 
and 
which cannot bo too 


strongly emphasized by repetition, 
is that the most potent and most

The time given to the formula- 
tion of th« Covenant of the League 
of Nation* and the determination 
that It should »ave first place In the 
negotiations caused such a delay in 
the proceedings and prevented a 
ppoortr rc?t<"vrrufor-. of jioaee. 
Denial 


of this is useless. It is too manifest 
to require proof or argument 
to 
support it. 
It Is equally true, I re- 
gret to sa>, that President Wilson 
was chiefly responsible for this. 
If 
he had not Insisted that a complete 
and detailed 
plan for the league 
should be a part of the tre*ty first 
negotiated at Paris, and if he had 
not also Insisted that th« Covenant 
be taken up and settled in terms be- 
fore other matters were considered, 
a preliminary treaty Of peace would 
in all probability have b«*n signed, 
ratified, and In effect during April.

they were not a few—must bo cred- 
ited to those who caused the delay. 
The personal interviews and secret 
conclaves before the Commission on 
the League of Nations met occupied 
a month and a half. 
Practically 
another half month was consumed 
In sessions of the Commission. 
The 


month following was spent by Presi- 
dent Wilson 
on 
his 
visit to the 


United States explaining the report- 
ed Covenant and listening to criti- 
cisms. .While much was done during 
his absence toward the settlement of 
numerous questions, final decision in 
every case waited his return to Paris. 
After his arrival the commission on 
the league renewed its sittings to 
consider amendments to its report, 
and it required over a month to put 
it in final form for adoption; but 
during this latter period much time 
was given to the actual terms of 
peace, which on account of the delay 
caused in attempting to perfect the 
Covenant had taken tho form of a 
definitive rather than, a preliminary 
treaty. 
It is conservative to say that be- 
tween two and three months were 
wasted in the drafting of a document 
which in the end was rejected by the 
Senate of the United States and was 
responsible for the non-ratification 
of the Treaty of Versailles. In view 
of the warnings that President Wil- 
son had as to the probable result of 
insisting on the plan of a league 
which he had prepared and his fail- 
ure to heed the warnings, his per- 
sistency in pressing for acceptance 
of the Covenant before 
anything 
else was done makes the resulting 
delay in the peace less excusable. 
PRESIDENT DENTED 
UEAGtlE DELAYED PEACE 


Two weeks after the President re- 
turned from the United States in 
March the common opinion was that 
the drafting of the Covenant had de- 
layed the restoration of peace, an 
opinion which was endorsed in the 
press of many countries. The beliet 
became so general and aroused so 
much popular condemnation that 
Mr. Wilson considered it necessary 
to make a public denial, in which he 
expressed surprise at the published 
views and declared that the negotia- 
tions in regard to "the League of Na- 
tions had in no1 way 
delayed the 
peace. 
Concerning the denial and 
the subject with which it dealt, I 
made on March 28 the 
following 


memorandum: 
"The President has issued a public 
statement, which appears in this 
morning's papers, in which be refers 
to the 'surprising impression' that 
the 
discussions 
concerning 
the 
League of Nations have delayed the 
making of peace and ho flatly de- 
nies that the impression is justified. 
REAXi BASES OF PEACE 
BEGIN TO GET NOTICE 


' "I doubt if this statement will re- 
move the general impression which 
amounts almost to a conviction. 
Every one knows that the President's 
thoughts and a great deal of his time 
prior to his departure for the United 
States were given to the formulation 
of the plan for a. league and that he 
insisted that the 'Covenant' should 
be drafted and reported before the 
other'features of the peace were con- 
sidered. The real difficulties of the 
present situation, which had to be 
settled before the treaty 
could be 
drafted, Were postponed until his re- 
turn here on March 13. 
"In fact the roal bases of peace 
have-only just begun to receive the 
attention which they deserve. 
"If such questions as the Rhine 


provinces, Poland reparations 
and 
economic arrangements 
had been 
taken up by the President and-pre- 
miers In January, and If they had 
sat day and night, as they are now 
sitting in earners, until each was set- 
tled, the peace treaty .would, I be- 
lieve, be today on the 'Conference's 
table, if not actually signed. 


"Of course, the Insistence that the 
plan of the league be first pushed to 
a draft before all else prevented the 
settlement of the other questions 
Why attempt to refute what is mani- 
festly true? I regret that the Presi- 
dent made the statement because I 
do not think that It carries convic- 
tion. I fear that it will invite con- 
troversy and dcnia.1, and that It puta 
tho President on the defensive."

Great Britain and Franco, with Italy and T5el- 


giirin acqtilescing, have agreed that they will 
give Germany a ten-day period of grace before 
beginning the application of penalties lor failure 


" to comply with the provisions of the Versailles 


treaty. They will issue a statement describing 
exactly what Germany must pay and the manner, 
In which payment must be made. If the Berlin 
government does not accept the bill and give 


• satisfactory assurances of willingness and 
the 


ability to pay, coercive measures will be adopted. 


Germany is under no illusions as to what the 


penalties will consist of. I'remier Briand pre- 
sented a plan to the Allied conference in Lon- 
don, Saturday. It calls for invasion of the Euhr 
district, the extension of the Allied customs bar- 
riers to more German territory, and the seizure 
of certain industries and supplies of raw raa- 
. terial. The Bi-itish and Belgium premiers 


agreed to the French plan, but argued for a 
little delay. 


This proposal of ten days' delay was'not ad- 


vanced because England has any more faith in 
such tactics than France. It is only 1o strengthen 
the Allied position before the court of public 


- opinion. Germany has been trying to appear, as 
' the abused victim of Allied oppression. She has 
, claimed that her former enemies were ruthless 


and impatient and unreasonable. 


she will have the more than ample period 


of ten days in which to accept or reject the final 
•word of the reparations commission on the 
amount due and the manner of payment. It is 
more time than she needs or deserves. But it 
will remove all foundation for any future claim 
that she was handled brusquely and arbitrarily. 


Judging from the tactics of the past, Germany 


will probably consume a portion of her ]>eriod 
of grace in. striving to bring the United Stales 
again to Jier relief. 
She will probably repeal 


the attempt to provoke the voice of commisera- 
tion and moderation at Washington. 


But if Washington is sincerely desirous of 


seeing peace firmly established in Europe it 
not listen to the crooked pleas from Berlin. 
It 


will emphatically reject any further communica- 
tions which can be addressed to the Allies direct. 
There should be no possibility ,of a belief among 
the German statesmen and politicians that the 
United States is about to abandon the Allies and 
help Germany to escape any part of the decreed 
punishment for her crimes. 


France has formulated plans for the occupa- 


tion of more German territory 
She is ready 


to put those plans into instant execution. Mobili- 
zation orders fur the new classes of recruits for 
the army arc authorized and ready to be issued. 
There will be violent opposition in France to any 
further 1cni]K>ri7.ing. 


Germany must today decide her future. 
She 


has found she cannot scrap the Treaty of Ver-

plying with it or w i l l she foolish 1\ pro\oKe the 
Allies to forcibly exacting compliance? Either 
course will be hard, but one i^ honorable and self- 
rBBpecting; it is voluntary compliance.

The vigor and originality of American writers' 


is one of the minor phases of the question which 
.Mr. Gosse ignore". 
Another and more striking 


omission is that which relates to (he literary 
commercial transactions between the two coun- 
tries. 
Of course it can be understood that one' 


of pedantic and idealistic habits of thought, es- 
pecially when those habits are indulged for pub- 
lic display, should choose to omit mention of this 
feature. 


JUit those who will read Mr. Gosse on Anglo- 


American literary relations cannot fail to recall 
the very profitable merchandising field for British 
writers and publishers which the American read- 
ing public constitutes. In this connection there

TEE TAX BUE.DEN 


California's legislature has remained obdurate 


to 1he public voice and disregardful of the public's 
interest 
to the last 
and has enacted the 


extravagant scheme of the budget board and the 
State administration as the fiscal policy of the 
Stale for the next two years. It has refused even 
to accept the gentle proposal to reduce the appro- 
priations for State institutions in the poor 
measure of five percent. It would statid for no 
reduction at all, and has approved the budget 
board's estimates of over $81,000,000 arid added 
a few millions of its own designing. 


Governor Stephens' political whips have had 


the legislature corraled and in absolute control 
from first to last. It was the Governor's hench- 
men who stepped in and squelched the effort to 
relieve the over-burdened taxpayers of five percent 
of the ordained governmental extravagance. 


The administration has not only applied its 


political power to the legislature. It has used 
the boards and commissions of the State govern- 
ment to attempt to hoodwink the people and to 
quiet public protest against the enormous increase 
in government cost. 


Political emissaries have besieged and required 


the State "Railroad Commission to hold a re- 
hearing on its order permitting gas companies an 
increase iu rates. 
II will be recalled that the 


rates increase was allowed to enable the public 
utility to meet the extra charge in taxes decreed 
in the passage of the King higher taxation bill. 
But agents from the State capital didn't like that 
and they ordered a re-hearing, the date of which 
has been set conveniently after the adjournment 
of the legislature. 


In the meantime the chairman of the State 


Railroad Commission has resigned from office, 
apparently finding obedience to such considera- 
tions unpleasant and not in conformity with his 
ideas of the dignity and freedom from political 
influence which a member of so important a 
State bureau should enjoy. And in the place of 
Commissioner Devlin the Governor has appointed 
Mr. 11. Stanley Benedcnt, member of the State 
Board of Control and one of the creators and 
stout advocates of the record-breaking budget. 
The public may rest assured thai the new mem- 
ber will evince no reaction of conscience when 
in the future the board is enjoined to play politics 
for the Governor's projects. 


It is possible that some members of the present

«ram of extravagance arc qualified longer to rep- 
resent the people at Sacramento.
